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World’s Champions—Milk and Butter _ 
| Combined

pare for the readers of the World a statistical article 

showing the world’s champions for milk and butter 
combined in the 365-day division for all the various ages. 
So many changes have occurred in the past year that I 
believe it would be worth while to bring the article up to 
date. 

Probably most of you are familiar with our method of 
computing the combined champions. The leading butter 
producers are arranged in order in one list and the leaa- 
ing milk producers in another. An animal’s rating for milk 
is added to her rating for butter, the lowest total indi- 
cating world’s championship for milk and butter combined. 
For instance, if a cow stands first for butter and first for 
milk, her total would be two, which of course would be the 
lowest possible total and would insure her being the 
world’s champion for milk and butter combined. In the 
case of Segis Pietertje Prospect, we find she ranks sixth 
for butter and first for milk, giving her a total of seven 
points. As the next cow on the list, Grahamholm Colantha 
Pauline Segis, ranks eighth for butter and fifth for milk, 
with a total of thirteen, Segis Pietertje Prospect would be 
considered the world’s champion for milk and butter com- 
bined. 

Shortly after the previous article appeared, we received 
letters from some breeders suggesting different methods of 
computing the combined championships, but we still cling

to our old method, and for this reason: Under other 
methods, a cow with an especially large butter record and 
only a moderate milk record might rank fairly high on 
the combined list. providing her butter record was high 
enough. The same is true of a cow with an enormous milk 
record and only a fairly good butter record. By our meth- 
od, however, a cow has to rank near the top for milk and 
near the top for butter. A study of the list of twenty-five 
leaders for milk and butter combined discloses that none of 
the twenty-five tested over 4 per cent for the year and that 
only two fell below 3 per cent. Eighteen of the twenty-five 
had an average test for the year of from 3.25 per cent to 
3.75 per cent and the average for the whole twenty-five was 
3.39 per cent, not far from the breed average. Getting at the 
thing from a slightly different angle, we find that all ex- 
cept four of the first twenty-five on the combined list 
ranked among the first fifty for milk and also among 
the first fifty for butter. Every one of the first twenty- 
five on the combined list produced over 29,000 lbs. milk 
and over 1000 Ibs. butterfat. Twelve of the twenty-five 
ranked among the leading twenty-five butter producers. 
and eighteen among the leading twenty-five milk producers. 
Twenty-one of the twenty-five ranked both in the first 
fifty for milk and in the first fifty for butter. In other 
words, if you had a list of fifty leading butter producers: 
and another list of fifty leading milk producers, all except: 
four of the twenty-five leaders for milk and butter com-

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bined would appear on both of the other two lists. The 
four that did not appear on both lists ranked on the com- 
bined list no higher than fifteenth place. None of the first 
twenty-five on the combined list ranked lower than fifty- 
fifth for either milk or butter. We believe these are all 
good reasons for retaining our present method of compu- 
tation and all the animals that rank high for combined 
milk and butter, also rank high for milk and high for 
butter. 

In computing the combined champions, it was necessary 
of course to list the leading milk producers and the lead- 
ing butterfat producers. We are publishing in connection 
with this story a list in order of size of production of the 
thirty-six cows that have produced over 1300 Ibs. butter 
(1040 lbs. butterfat) also a list of the thirty-seven cows 
that have produced over 30,000 lbs. milk. This 30,000-Ib. 
list is very interesting and worthy of a little extra atten- 
tion, so much so that we will probably a little later run a 
story of 30,000-lb. cows. Of the thirty-seven 30,000-lb. cows, 
twenty-one have over 1000 lbs. butterfat and all except 
three have over 1000 lbs. butter. 

The tables published in connection with this story speak 


for themselves and do not require very much comment: 
Table I, showing the thirty-six leading butterfat producers, 


Table Il, the thirty-seven leading milk producers and Table 
ill the twenty-five leaders for milk and butter combined, 
regardless of age. Table III shows the names and ad- 
dresses of the owners at the time the records were made. 
Of the first twenty-five, regardless of age, five made their 
records at less than full age. 

Tables IV, V, and VI are devoted to the heifer classes, 
Table I, showing the thirty-six leading butterfat producers, 
every heifer class. Table V the five leading milk producers 
and Table VI the five leaders of each class for milk and 
butter combined. 

For the benefit of those who are interested in proving 
that “the world do move” we will compare briefly the 
tables shown in this story with those published a year ago. 
In the mature class, we find that Segis Pietertje Prospect 
still holds first place for milk and butter combined. Tilly 
Aleartra, who stood second a year ago, has dropped to 
seventh place, and all the others who last year were in 
the first ten, have dropped considerably farther. In the 
senior four-year-old class, the five leaders on the com- 
bined list all made their records during the past year. In 
the junior four-year-old class, Queen Piebe Mercedes, last 
year’s champion, is still first on the list, but is tied for 
first place with Mamsell Johanna. In the junior three- 


year-old class, Johanna Princess Mooie 2d, last year’s 
leader, has to share third place with Johanna Korndyke 


Artis Queen, with two new names above them both. We 
also have a new champion in the senior two-year-old class, 
Colony Grebegga Valdessa, the Canadian heifer. Pontiac 
Irene, who last year was tied for first place with Beauty 
Beets Walker Segis, is now tied for second place with 
Bessie Veeman Alcartra Prilly, Beauty Beets moving down 
to fourth. In the junior two-year-old class, Miss Aaggie 
Acme Burke, last year’s champion, still holds her place, but 
there are new contenders in third, fourth and fifth places 
on the list. We thus find that there have been new cham- 
pions brought out during the past year in the senior four- 
vear-old, the senior three-year-old, junior three-year-old 
and senior two-year-old classes, and that the junior four- 
year-old champion has to divide her honors. In only two 
classes out of seven—the junior two-year-old and the ma- 
ture—has last year’s world’s champion for milk and but- 
ter combined retained her laurels complete to date. As 
new records are being announced all the time, it will not be 
long before these figures, too, are out of date, but we be- 
lieve them to be accurate up to and including Report No. 


9 for the current year, and also including all records 
reported by card from the Advanced Register office to 
date, January 27, 1923.

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Holstein Progress at Bairdland 


By W. A. FREEHOFF 








— VERY once in a while I meet somebody who professes 
i to believe that Waukesha county’s supremacy in 

in the Holstein world is largely the result of an ac- 
cident. To such fellows I like to tell the story of Baird- 
land, owned by S. A. Baird & Son. They have combined 
prains with brawn at Bairdland, and combined good gen- 
eral farming with good breeding methods, so that today 
itis one of those successful breeding establishments which 
any farmer of moderate means can emulate. 

Bairdland is located two miles east of Waukesha on 
the Blue Mound concrete road leading to Milwaukee. It 
consists of about 165 acres of land, a good practical set 
of buildings, and a herd of 85 head of registered Holsteins. 
The farm was bought by Stephen A. Baird in 1885, but 
is now operated by the only son, Robert. 

Incidently, the farmer associates of Steve Baird in 
Waukesha county thought so much of him that they 
drafted him as their candidate for the state senate, and 
while he did not win the nomination because of a three 
cornered fight, he carried his own county by a substantial 
plurality. 

Bairdland began its farming career like all the other 
Waukesha county farms,—it was devoted almost exclusive- 
ly to grain. Dogs had made sheep raising unprofitable, 
and the time had already arrived when wheat had taken 
most of the 
“simp” out of the 
soil. So Steve 
Baird turned to 
dairy farming. 

This’ turning 
over was a grad- 
ual process. First 
he kept a_ few 
grade and _ regis- 
tered milking 
Shorthorns, but 
finally decided 
that the good old 
black and white 
cow seemed. to 
suit his purposes 
best. In 1890 he 
built one of the 
most modern 
dairy barns” of 
that time in the 
county. Baird 
had seen the silo 
built by John 
Ste le. so he also 
insluded a silo-in 
his barn, one of 
those old fash- 
ioned rectangular 
structures then 
thought the 
proper thing. 

In 1896 Steve 
Baird took his 
son, then about 
ten years old, to 
the Dr. C. C. Har-

ris farm, in the town of Ottawa, Waukesha county, where 
they bought two bred heifers and a registered Holstein 
bull. A little later they bought a second bull from Mal- 
colm H. Gardnery who had not yet taken over the super- 
intendency of the advanced registry work. The herd 
gradually developed until about 1905. 

In that year the Bairds decided to test their herd 
for tuberculosis, and lost 27 head at the first test. Later 
tests eliminated most of the remaining animals. It was 
necessary for them to start all over again. Right at this 
stage of the game many men would have quit dairy farm- 
ing in disgust, but father and son decided to give it at 
least another whirl. So adding the indemnity money paid 
by the state for the reactors to such loose change as 
they had in the bank, they went out to buy another herd. 

Young Robert Baird was then about 23 years old. His 
father gave him a letter of credit and sent him to Syra- 
cuse, New York, to look up a foundation herd. Robert 
arrived in this city a total stranger, and did not even 
know where to find the breeders. He went to a bank and 
inquired for H. A. Moyer, of whom he had heard, and was 
fortunate enough to find Moyer in the same bank at the 
time. Moyer sent him to Woodstock, New York. 

From Freeborn Brothers he bought six two-year-old 
heifers for $900, and from a man by the name of Holmes 
he bought seven heifers for $770. Young Baird applied 
the tuberculin test himself to his heifers and took them 
home. Here he found most of his neighbors waiting to 
see what this venturesome “kid” had done with $1,600 of 
hard earned money. 

One of the heifers bought from Holmes was Wera 
Belle Westview. The Bairds put the astonishing record 
of 21 lbs. of butter 
on her as a two- 
year-old, which 
created quite a 


sensation in the 
county. They 
were able to sell 


her bull calf for 
$500, and two years 
later sold the cow 
herself for $1,200. 

It was at this 
time that Baird- 
land had at the 
head of its Hol- 
stein herd a good 
son of King Segis, 
Sir Walker Segis, 
who left a remark- 
able impress in 
this and other 
Waukesha county 
herds. One of his 
sons in particular, 
Bairdland Segis 
Sir Prize who was 
finally bought by 
Baird _ Brothers, 
proved not only a 
great show bull

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Another Great Record in New Jersey 


Daughter of King of the Sadie Vales Makes Over 41 Lbs. in Albert Winter's Herd at 
Mahwah, New Jersey

EW JERSEY is a very small state but she has always 
N been a big figure in Holstein circles. She has some 
great Holsteins and back of them some real men. 
One of these happy combinations is at Brookside Farm 
owned by Albert Winters, Mahwah, N. J. Mr. Winters 
has always been a lover of Holsteins and kept a select 
herd. He had not done much official testing until re- 
cently, but the records which his cows are making place 
his herd on a par with any in the country. The Queen of 
the herd and the heroine of this story is Tranquillity Sadie 
Vale Wayne 380080. Like many queens of the dairy realm, 
her herd name is quite common, her everyday name being 
“the Mary cow” which title she inherits from her grand- 
mother. However, this “Mary,” is no ordinary cow. Her 
dam seems to have known that Mary would be a great 
cow and gave birth to her on Christmas day 1916. And 
Mary, not to be outdone by her mother, freshened this 
season on Christmas day giving birth to a_ beautiful, 
straight and very rugged calf sired by King of the Jo- 
hanna Lads. Having delivered her Christmas present, she 
then immediately turned all her energies to the produc- 
tion of milk and butterfat with the result that when started 
on test she was going at a 35-pound gait and a few days 
later was milking over 100 pounds a day and making but- 
ter at the rate of over 40 pounds in seven days. She 
maintained a very even production and appeared to be 
doing her work very easily. Her best seven days pro- 
duction was 41.66 lbs. butter and 726.9 lbs. milk. No at- 
tempt was made to break any records as she was fed very 
conservatively and her record truly represents her great 
ability. She wili be carried on yearly test and shows 
every indication of making as remarkable a record on 
year’s test as she has in seven days. 
Her daily production during her seven-day record, as 
reported by Supt. Gardner, is as follows:

The normalcy of this record is evident from the very 
even milk and fat production from day to day. 

A letter from Supt. Gardner states that this was per- 
haps the most carefully supervised 40-lb. record ever 
made. It was practically a verification test throughout. 
There were two or three and part of the time four super- 
visors on the job; a supervisor from the Pennsylvania 
State College being present the latter part of the test. 
In addition Mr. Robbers, Supt. of Advanced Registry Test- 
ing in New Jersey was present at intervals to check up 
on the work of the supervisors. The cow was under con- 
stant watch during the entire period of her seven-day rec- 
ord. The writer was present at the noon milking one day 
and nine men including the neighbors saw the cow milked. 
This large audience seemed to please “Mary” for she 
gave 27.7 lbs. of 4.9% milk at this particular milking. 

The ration consumed by Tranquility Sadie Vale Wayne 
while quite high in protein was fed in conservative 
amounts. She ate 20 lbs. per day of the following mix- 
ture:

Added to 20 lbs. of this mixture was 1 lb. of Ajax, 1 ]p 
oil meal and 1 lb. cottonseed meal, making 23 Ibs. grain 
per day. This was fed with beet pulp which had beep 
soaked in molasses water. Table beets were fed at the 
rate of 100 lbs. per day. No silage was fed. She was 
given what alfalfa hay she cared to eat consuming about 
12 to 15 lbs. a day. Her feeder and caretaker, Mr. Ber. 
nard Willis, said that when he has plenty of good beets 
he doesn’t usually feed silage because of the danger of 
a little spoiled silage, often a mouldy spot, throwing the 
cow off her feed. She was fed, milked and cared for 
throughout her test by Mr. Willis who is devoted to his 
cows and it is very evident that they respond to his devo. 
tion. The cows seem to love him and work hard for him. 

Tranquillity Sadie Vale Wayne was bred by Tranquillity 
Farm, Tranquillity, New Jersey, one of the best herds in 
America. She was purchased by Mr. Winters during the 
past year. While at Tranquillity Farm she made some 
most excellent records. Starting as a two-year-old she 
made a 20.6-lb. record from 420.5 lbs. milk. As a three- 
year-old she made 24.7 lbs. butter and 461 Ibs. milk. She 
then came along as a five-year-old last year with a record 
of 32.45 lbs. butter from 699.7 lbs. milk and now as a 
six-year-old she makes 41.66 lbs. butter and 726.9 lbs. milk. 
a remarkable series of records. Mr. Arthur Danks, man- 
ager of Allamuchy and Tranquillity Farms considered 
“Mary” not only a great producer, but also a great breed- 
ing cow for he has retained for service in these herds two 
of her sons, one sired by King of the Ormsbys and an- 
other sired by King of the Johanna Lads. And now she 
presents a third son to Mr. Winters, sired by King of the 
Johanna Lads. It would appear that her work is just be- 
gun for her sons sired by two of the best bulls in service 
today should bring added laurels to their dam for years 
to come. 

Now for a few words about Tranquillity Sadie Vale 
Wayne herself, and then her breeding. She is a 41-lb. cow 
and she looks the part. Professor J. W. Bartlett seeing 
her last fall when she was dry remarked, “She is the best 
40-lb. prospect I ever saw,” and the writer seeing her 
about the same time said, “Here is New Jersey’s 30,000 
pound cow if it’s possible for any cow to do it under the 
handicap of New Jersey weather conditions.” The fact 
is she impresses you the instant you see her as a truly 
great cow. She is a large cow, weighing about 1800 Ibs. 
before freshening. She has great feeding capacity being 
deep and having great length of barrel. She has a large 
symmetrical udder of excellent quality and a strong mam- 
mary development. Her top line is very straight with a 
broad level rump and she shows dairy temperament and 
Holstein character throughout her entire make-up. She 
is not only a great dairy machine, she is in fact a show 
cow and we venture an opinion that she would have re- 
ceived a creditable placing in any show ring in the coun- 
try this year. 

Tranquillity Sadie Vale Wayne did not just happen to 
be a great cow. She was bred to be great. Perhaps no 
other 40-lb. cow has as much 40-lb. blood in her pedigree 
as does this cow. Her sire King of the Sadie Vales was 
out of Sadie Vale Concordia 4th’s Pietje with a record of 
38.4 lbs. butter and 729.5 Ibs. milk and she was out of 
Sadie Vale Concordia 4th with a record of 41.06 Ibs. but- 
ter, who in turn was a daughter of the first 30-lb. cow, 
Sadie Vale Concordia 4th’s with a record of 41.06 Ibs. but- 
by King Korndyke Sadie Vale whose dam was Sadie 
Vale Concordia 4th with 41.06 Ibs. butter in 7 days and 
King Korndyke Sadie Vale was sired by King Segis De 
Kol Korndyke, the sire of Mabel Segis Korndyke, the first 
40-lb. heifer and who was a son of Pontiac Clothilde De 
Kol 2nd the first 37-lb. cow and first 1000-lb. fat producer. 
King Korndyke Sadie Vale is the sire of a 40-lb. daughter 
himself and is the only son of a 40-Ib. cow to have, both

“FORE this issue of the World reaches you, all 
B members of the Holstein-Friesian Association of 

America will have received petition blanks for nom- 
ination of delegates for the Cleveland convention next 
June, with a statement from the secretary as to the 
number of delegates to be elected from each district. 
In the larger districts, all of which follow state lines, 
the signatures of ten members of the National Association 
are required on the nominating petitions. In any districts 


containing less than 50 members, only two signatures 
are required. It is important that all members give 


careful thought and devote what personal effort may be 
necessary to bring about the nomination of men of the 
type which they wish personally to have represent them 
at the meeting. There is no limit to the number of nom- 
inations that may be made and we should like to see in 
every state several times as many men nominated as are 
to be chosen in the later election. It will help to promote 
and maintain general interest in the workings of the 
association and will have a tendency to make the dele- 
gates finally elected a more representative group. 

We wish to repeat a word of caution previously given 
and that is to urge upon state organizations or other 
groups a strict adherence to the spirit of the delegate 
representative plan—to refrain from electioneering for 
any particular set of nominees, but leave the selection 
to the free and unbiased choice of the membership at 
large. The delegates chosen are supposed to represent 
all of the membership of the districts from which they 
come and it would be unfortunate, both from the stand- 
point of the state organizations and of the maintaining 
interest and enthusiasm for the National Association 
if the impression should become general that the delegates 
chosen were representing some organized minority within 
the district rather than all of the membership whose 
votes they are casting. Fill out the nominating petitions 
and get them back this month to the secretary.

Why the Dairy Show is Coming to Syracuse 
A Statement from Manager Skinner. 
HE Executive Committee of the National Dairy Asgoci- 
_ ation have decided to hold their Annual Exposition 
at Syracuse, New York, this year, on the dates of 
October 6th to 13th inclusive. 

The committee, in reaching a decision as to where to 
hold the show this year had to take into consideration 
several things—First: Where could the greatest inspira- 
tional message be delivered for better agriculture? Sec. 
ond: From where could the message best be delivered 
upon the human side of the industry, namely, the food 
value of our products? Next: Where could be obtained 
the best possible housing for the show? And then, Where 
would we be sure of adequate and proper housing for the 
people who make up the show and attend it? And, last, 
but not least, Where would be found the greatest amount 
of enthusiastic interest to help the management put over 
all of those things which the show is capable of doing for 
this common country of ours? 

So, the process of elimination went on until it came 
down to a decision to be reached upon the best average 
of all requirements, and Syracuse seemed to be prepared 
at the moment to guarantee those things for the success 
of the show, and got it, and, seemingly, it was a wise de 
cision, probably equal in wisdom to that exercised by our 
Executive Committee when they decided to carry the show 
in 1916 to New England. 

Taking into consideration relative farm values, build- 
ings and land, in New York State, in comparison with 
those of the Middle West, and the large number of manu- 
facturing centers that have grown up in New York and 
Pennsylvania, making it hard to keep the boys and girls 
on the farm and to secure sufficient labor to conduct farm 
operations with, it seems now most wise that this selec- 
tion was made, and it was largely from the belief that 
the people who sought the exposition to come to Syra- 
cuse this year were fully alive to the great service that 
the exposition could render their agriculture. 

It therefore seems now a mere matter of organization 
to insure all of that country easily reached from Syracuse 
being sure to get every advantage out of the exposition 
and its work this year. 

We are naturally desirous of rendering the extreme in 
service, so that our trip to the East will be justified.

Move to Coordinate Dairy Organizations 


NITIAL steps were taken at a conference of dairymen. 
| held in Chicago on January 4th, to develop the idea 

among the dairy people of the country of coordinating all 
existing dairy organizations for certain specific purposes. 
This conference was called as a result of many exchanges 
of opinion and ideas by the leaders of different branches 
of the industry. 

All other industries of national character, even of lesser 
commercial value to the country than dairying, have broad 
organizations to give proper consideration to important 
problems involving the general welfare None can gainsay 
but what the dairy industry has just as pressing and mo- 
mentous problems which can best be taken care of in one 
united effort-—problems that now in many cases are not 
being solved conclusively and disposed of satisfactorily. 

It is now proposed to submit to each of the various 
allied dairy organizations the suggestion that a joint con- 
ference of duly accredited delegates be held, to discuss 
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thoroughly and reach conclusions as to the possibilities 
affecting a coordinated association of all present branch 
associations, and to define what service such a federation 
can render the whole industry. With this purpose in mind 
a letter will be sent to each organization asking that dele- 
gates be appointed to meet later and confer on the subject. 

The importance of this industry to agricultural develop- 
ment must be thoroughly impressed upon the people in- 
terested in all branches of dairying. The relation of dairy 
products to human welfare must be more generally under- 
stood both within and without the industry. The dairy 
industry should assume its rightful part in all agricultural 
movements and keep in touch with legislation affecting it, 
from the standpoint of both producer and consumer. 

The dairy industry today represents a farm value large- 
ly in excess of all other agricultural interests, excepting 


_ corn; and its value is nearly double that of the corn crop. 


It exceeds the value of the wheat crop several times, and 
the total value of iron and steel products at the mills, and 
very greatly exceeds the farm value of the meat animal 
industry. When the manufacturing value of dairy products 
is added to the farm value its rating so far exceeds other 
national organized interests that nothing but a _ short- 
sighted vision will permit a continuance of the present 
disorganized condition of the affairs of our wonderful in- 
dustry. So much is necessary to be undertaken, and so 
much can be accomplished through the proposed associa- 
tion of these powerful branches, that there is every reason 
to feel that all such organizations will be glad to enter into 
discussion of the suggested plan, and will regularly appoint 
their accredited delegates for that purpose. 

The following men representing different dairy organi- 
zations attended the first conference, with Honorable Frank 
0. Lowden, ex-governor of the State of Illinois and Presi- 
dent of the Holstein-Friesian Association of America, in 
the chair: Hon. Frank O. Lowden, J. D. Hollowell, C. W. 
Larson, C. L. Hill, J. A. Walker, John T. Cunningham, 
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W. C. Davis, E. G. Miner, E. M. Bailey, W. L. Cherry, M. D. 
Munn, H. E. Van Norman, and W. E. Skinner. 

The immense importance and value of a central or- 
ganization, representing a five billion dollar industry, 
where all the branches of the industry can carry their 
problems and bring about uniform action through the 
combined strength of all those interested in the welfare 
of the cow and her products, must be apparent and would 
seem clearly to justify the creation of such an organization 
or association.

IMPORTANT MATTER’ FOR 


ATTENTION OF JUNIORS 


Dear Juniors: 

Quite a few of you will be in- 
terested in the announcement of the 
winners in the Prize Picture Contest, 
which closed January 31. While that 
date will have gone by before you 
read this issue, it still lacks nearly a 
week of closing as we write this 
letter. You realize, of course, that it 
is quite a job to get out a paper like 
the World every week.. The mechan- 
ical part of printing and folding and 
stitching takes so much time that just 
as soon as one issue is off the presses 
and out of the way, the printer starts 
right off on the next week’s issue. For 
this reason we cannot announce in 
this paper the prize awards. I think 
we will be able to do so in the number 
following, dated February 10. That 
will be a little close figuring, as we 
want to publish the pictures of course 
with the announcement, so it may be 
the seventeenth of February before 
we take the public into our confidence. 
The checks will go forward to the 
winners, of course, promptly after the 
contest closes. 

We like this contest business. I 
guess we all do. We have two other 
lines in mind. One of these is a pic- 
ture contest for Holstein milk-fed 
babies. The purpose of this contest 
would be to get a lot of new photo- 
graphs for the Holstein milk advertis- 
ing that the National Association is 
now starting. Perhaps we won’t con- 
fine this to the Juniors, but I know 
you will be interested in it, anyway. 

The other contest would be a scrap- 
book contest, and would give you a 
chance to use a lot of originality. For 
instance a Holstein breeder up in Wis- 
consin wrote me that his fourteen- 
year-old boy was starting to build a 
Holstein scrap-book around the Dairy 
Queen Series we are running. This 
.series is made up of the pedigrees and 
pictures of the Holstein cows that 
have produced over 1000 lbs. of butter 
fat in a year. This young enthusiast 
was starting out with the pedigrees 
from the series, and then was cutting 
out of the World and perhaps some 
other periodicals pictures of closely 
related animals and arranging them 
attractively on adjoining pages. It 
certainly makes the best kind of 
training in Holstein blood lines. 

Now perhaps that kind of a contest, 
where you would make your scrap- 
books and turn them in at the end of 
the year, would not appeal to enough 
of you to make it worth while. We 
think it is important enough so that 
we would plan to offer some very fine 
prizes. I may be prejudiced in favor 
of the idea, because it was right along 
this line that I laid my own founda- 
tion of Holstein lore. My brother, 
Bill, (who has been on the World staff 
ever since he came out of the army) 
and I used to cut out every Holstein 
picture we could find. When the Hol- 
stein-Friesian World or _ Register 


AN 


would come, we would alternate on 
first choice of all the cows appearing, 
and then we would add them to our 
herds. 


We used to spend a lot of time 





studying up their records and swap- 


ping back and forth. Then occasion- 
ally we would put on a show, picking 
out what we considered our best ani- 
mals in each class and Dad would be 
the judge. The rivalry was pretty 
keen, and sometimes when there was 
some cow that we saw had won a 
prize somewhere, we wouldn’t wait 
for the picture to come out in print, 
with the chance that the other one 
would get it, in the draw, but would 
write direct to the owner for a photo- 
graph. I am glad to say that in near- 
ly every case the owners complied 
with our requests, or if they had no 
picture, wrote and told us so. And 
that always added to our enthusiasm 

to get personal letters from some of 
the nationally-known breeders, And 
then we used to send for sale catalogs, 
and I guess we just about memorized 
the old catalog of Henry Stevens & 
Sons from one red cover to the other, 
and a lot of good stuff it had, too, real 
foundation history about Milla’s Pie- 
tertje Netherland, a former herd sire, 
and the Big Four—De Kol 2d, Nether- 
land Hengerveld, Belle Korndyke and 
Helena Burke. 

Its a hard job today in lots of ways 
to get a ground work and grasp of 
Holstein pedigrees, because there are 
so many more families that are taking 
a prominent part, and so many big 
things being done that it is no small 
task to fix them in your mind. On the 
other hand you are getting a more 
complete service, and the big things 
of the industry are perhaps presented 
in a more understandable manner, 
through the World today than was the 
case twenty years ago. At least we 
are trying the best we know how 
right along that line. 

Now to sum it all up, there is no 
business where it is more important 
to be well grounded in the fundamen- 
tals than the business of breeding 
Holstein cattle. If you don’t know 
pedigrees and blood lines—if you 
don’t keep abreast of the times and 
know what the other fellow is accom- 
plishing, and how he is doing it, you 
are not making the most of your 
opportunities, for no man knows so 
much that he cannot learn from the 
other fellow, if he will. That was the 
real reason we started that Dairy 
Queen Series—to give our readers, old 
and young, a chance to study and be- 
come familiar with the lines of breed- 
ing that have contributed to the pedi- 
grees of the breed’s greatest produc- 
ers. It is very gratifying to us to re- 
ceive so many letters from breeders 
all over the country commending this 
series of pedigrees. It convinces us 
that breeders in general have a pretty 
keen interest in improving their 
knowledge of Holstein blood lines, 
and that is encouraging for the future. 

This has been quite a long rambling 
letter. I have tried to show you the 
real reason we would like to have a 
Holstein scrap-book contest for the 
Juniors. Just what the prize would 
be I cannot say now. It would be 
worth while. Whatever it might be, 
however, it would not be worth so 





much to you as the knowledge of the 
you 


breed that would gain from a 


whole hearted entry into such a con- 
test. Think it over, Juniors, and let 
us hear how the idea appeals to you. 
Whether or not anything further de- 
velopes from it, depends very largely 
upon yourselves. ¥

FROM A JUNIOR IN NEW YORK 


Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

As I am interested in reading the 
Holstein-Friesian World, I thought 
that | would write you a letter and 
tell you of my experience in raising a 
heifer calf. 

The first of May, my uncle gave me 
a nice heifer calf to pay me for the 
chores which I had done for him. | 
had the calf registered and her name 
is Otego Valley Queen Lyons. She 
was born Dec. 3, 1921 and weighed 
350 Ibs. on the first of May. I began 
feeding 14 quarts of milk, six lbs. of 
grain and about one and one-half lbs. 
of hay a day. The grain ration which 
I fed her was 100 lbs. bran. 100 Ibs. 
ground oats, 50 Ibs. hominy, 25 Ibs. 
oil meal and about three Ibs. salt. I 
fed the calf skim milk until the first 
of November when she was drinking 
15 quarts of skim milk and eating ten 
lbs of grain, two and one-half Ibs. 
of hay and nine lbs. of ensilage a day. 
When she was a year old, she weighed 
810 lbs. 

I took Queen to the Morris Fair and 
received first prize there in the junior 
project exhibit which was $10.00. | 
also got first prize on judging cattle. 
When my calf was a year old. I sent 
my record to the Junior Project office 
and I received a pair of milk scales 
for having the best record.

Another fortunate purchase of 
foundation females was made about 
1909 or 1910 when the E. E. Randall 


herd, of Watertown, Wis., was dis- 
persed. Two daughters of Canary 
Paul were bought for $300. One of 


them finished a nice two-year-old rec- 
ord and was sold for $1,000. These 
good sales greatly enthused and en- 
couraged the Bairds to continue their 
breeding operations with vigor. 

Cows were on Official test at Baird- 
land nearly all the time and every cow 
possible was given a yearly record. 
Steve Baird and his son believed 
from the first that the best indication 
of a cow’s value was a record of what 


she could do in a year. Their ideal 
was the cow giving a lot of moder- 
ately testing milk rather than less 


milk with a higher butterfat content. 

All this time the business was 
growing and expanding, and the herd 
was beginning to be a factor in Wis- 
consin’s Holstein industry. But the 
Bairds were not satisfied to rest on 
their laurels.. They had faith that 
their herd had type as well as pro- 
ductive capacity, so in 1910 they took 
a small herd to the Wisconsin state 
fair. That they were able to win 
second prize on aged bull and first 
prize on a heifer in competition with 
veteran showmen encouraged them 
vastly. The next vear, applying 
what they had learned in their first 
attempt, they won more. ribbons. 
They continued showing until one 
grand and glorious fall they swept 
the boards clean at the Wisconsin 
state fair by winning: 

Grand champion bull; junior champ- 
ion bull; grand champion cow; first 
prize aged herd; first prize breeders 
young herd: first prize get of sire. 
and first prize calf herd. 

By this time they felt the need of 
a new bull. He was secured from 
Dutchland Farms. a son of Colantha 
Johanna Lad out of one of the best 
daughters of that grand old cow, 
Changeling. They were unfortunate 
enough to lose this bull before he had 
bred many cows. Then they went to 
the Pabst Stock Farms, and bought 
a son of King Pontiac Champion out 
of what was then Pabst’s best cow 
Prairie Flower Piebe De Kol, who had 
a yearly butter record of 889 Ibs. 

The herd had grown to such an ex- 
tent however, that another bull was 
needed soon. The Bairds went to 
Dutchland Farms for a second time, 
and this time they selected a son of 
Dutchland Creamelle Korndyke Lad. 
from a 25-lb. three-year-old daughter 
of Colantha Johanna Lad. She also 
had a yearly record of over 800 Ibs. 
butter and 17.000 Ibs. of milk. The 
Bairds felt they must have a yearly 
record bull to mate with their own 
large string of vearly record cows. ~ 

But still the herd continued to grow, 
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so the need of another bull became 
apparent. They wanted something 
better than anybody else in the county 
had. They found other members of 
the Waukesha County Holstein 
Breeders association with the same 
ambition. So five of them went to 
the National Sale at Worcester and 
bought Woodcroft Perfection for 
$5,200. He was the first 40-lb. bull 
to be brought to Wisconsin, and is 
still in active service in Waukesha 
county. At the present time Baird- 
land is using King Superba quite ex- 
tensively on their herd. King Superba 
is another one of the richly bred bulls 
of Waukesha county owned by a syn- 
dicate of breeders. 

King Superba now has 14 A. R. O. 
daughters, one of them with a record 
of 820 lbs. butter as a two-year-old, 
and 20,400 lbs. of milk. His dam is 
Milanhurst America De Kol, the first 
cow to make a strictly official yearly 
record. She produced 1,23 lbs. 
butter and 26,433 lbs. milk as a four- 
year-old. Get of King Superba have 
won many prizes at leading state fairs 
and dairy expositions, and is one of 
the most successful breeding sires in 
Waukesha county today. 

The milking herd at Bairdland 
consists of about 35 head. Enough 
milk is skimmed so as to supply skim 
milk for the calves. About 13,000 Ibs. 
of cream is shipped to Milwaukee 
annually, and about 3000 eight-gallon 
cans of milk. The milk income from 
the farm is large, as no cow is kept 
which will not pay her way, but Rob- 
ert Baird declares that the income 
from the sale of surplus breeding 
stock is usually much larger than that 
from milk. 

Bairdland is noted for its good farm- 
ing methods in addition to its good 
herd of Holsteins. The Bairds have 
always kept closely in touch with the 
College of Agriculture, and have ever 
been ready to adopt new ideas which 
promised to be _ practical. They 
eliminated most of the fences on the 
farm and converted many small ir- 
regular fields in a few large ones 
which permit of easier cultivation and 
management. They use a tractor and 
truck to keep down their horse and 
labor expenses. The farm home has 
all the modern conveniences. 

It would not be fair to close this 
article without giving the son, Robert, 
tribute for the active part he took in 
the organization of the Waukesha 
County Holstein Breeders Association. 
It was in 1905 and 1906 that the Wau- 
kesha County Guernsey men began to 
push their breed actively in the 
county. Some of these were neigh- 
bors of Bairdland. So Robert began 
to urge upon the Holstein men the 
necessity for organizing. As a result 
the Waukesha County Holstein Breed- 
ers Association was born, and Robert 
L. Baird was elected the first secre- 
tary. Without his painstaking foun- 
dation work the present tremendous 
success of the Association would have 
been almost impossible. 

Tt was while he was secretary that 
Robert received a draft from a man 
in Washington who wanted him to 
shin a carload of grade Holstein cows 
and one purebred bull. Robert took 
this shipment to the Coast himself, 
and began to have a greater vision 
of the possibilities of expansion in the 
Holstein breeding business. From 
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that time on he has been a persistent 
booster for Holsteins and the prin- 
ciples of cooperative breeding effort. 
It is of such men that the Waukesha 
County Holstein Breeders Association 
is composed. 
Ro Sa 
H. D. (DAN) WARNER 


On January 29, 1923, occurred the 
death of Mr. H. D. Warner, of Paw- 
ling, New York, at the age of 64 years. 
Mr. Warner had been in ill health for 
nearly a year and the end was not 
unexpected. 

Level-headed, conservative, a man 
of excellent judgment and broad vis- 
ion, Dan Warner has exerted a posi- 
tive influence for the betterment of 
the Holstein-Friesian breed. For 
nearly 40 years, and up to the time 
of his death, he was manager of the 
Dutcher Estate, Maplecroft Farms, 
Pawling, New York. Under his care 
were developed Pauline Paul with her 
authenticated butter record of 1,153 
Ibs., 153% oz. in a year, the first cow 
of any breed to approach this figure, 
and De Kol 2d with her 33-lb. authen- 
ticated four-year-old record, the 
world’s record for age at that time. 
Under Mr. Warner’s care, De Kol 2d 
produced the first seven of her 12 
calves. These were De Kol 2d’s Paul 
De Kol, De Kol 2d’s Netherland, De 
Kol 2d’s Alban, and De Kol 2d’s 
Prince, and the three daughters, De 
Kol 2d’s Queen, Netherland De Kol, 
and Mildred De Kol. A mere recital 
of the names of these animals, particu- 


larly the four sons, is sufficient to 
establish the fact of his skill as a 
breeder. The Holstein herd built up 


at Maplecroft during the later days— 
after a lapse of some years with trot- 
ting horses, Jerseys, and a commercial 
dairy successively—for production and 
conformation combined ranks with the 
best of the breed today. 

When a man like Dan Warner 
passes on, his taking away is not 
alone felt by his relatives and close 
friends, but the whole community 
suffers an irreparable loss. Always 
interested in the community in which 
he had lived for nearly 40 years, Mr. 
Warner never failed to help whenever 
possible. Throughout the whole 
scutheastern section of the state, his 
friendly assistance was an inspiration 
to everyone with whom he came in 


contact. No show, or fair, or even 
meeting where Holsteins were dis- 


cussed was held in eastern New York, 


that his council was not sought and 
as willingly given. A priceless heri- 
tage he leaves in the memories his 


family and friends will forever cherish. 


He is survived by his wife, three 
daughters, and one son, also by two 
sisters, and his father, now in his 
ninety-third year.

a 40-lb. daughter and a 40-lb. sister 
and now he has a son with a 41-lb. 
daughter, thus completing three direct 
generations of sires each with a 40-lb. 
daughter. 

On the dam’s side, Tranquillity Sa- 
die Vale Wayne shows a line up of 
breeding which when coupled with 
that of her sire makes her one of the 
very best bred 40-lb. cows of the 
breed. Her dam K. A. Wayne Korn- 
dyke made a junior 2-year-old record 
of 22.8 lbs. from 424 Ibs. milk and 
was a daughter of Korndyke Abbe- 
kerk, a century sire and son of that 
peerless old sire, Pontiac Korndyke, 
so here we have more 40-lb. blood. 
The maternal grandam Maryvale 
Mechthilde Korndyke made a_ four- 
year-old record of 26.5 lbs. butter and 
was a granddaughter of Sir Korndyke 
Manor De Kol, who was a grandson 
of both De Kol 2d and Belle Korn- 
dyke. Thus Tranquillity Sadie Vale 
Wayne is by right of inheritance, by 
right of appearance, and by right of 
proven ability a 41-lb. cow whose rec- 
ord represents her actual ability as 
a producer and indicates that she 
should also transmit her great pro- 
ducing ability to her offspring. Alla- 
muchy and Tranquillity Farms are in- 
deed fortunate in having in service 
two of her sons sired by such great 
bulls as King of the Ormsbys and 
King of the Johanna Lads. 

Mr. Winters is to be congratulated 
on this wonderful cow and her re- 
markable record and to Mr. Willis 
who fitted, fed, and milked and cared 
for the cow, we also extend hearty 
congratulations. 

Mention was recently made in the 
World that Mr. Winters had _pur- 
chased King of the Johanna Lads. 
Besides this great sire and the 41-lb. 
cow Mr. Winters has a lot more great 
animals in his herd. Included among 
them are a 30-lb. daughter of Korn- 
dyke Abbekerk and a number of ex- 
cellent daughters of King of the Jo- 
hanna Lads and King of the Sadie 
Vales as well as some fine individuals 
of other blood lines. A number of 
cows have been tested this winter 
and in addition to the 41-lb. record 
the following are worthy of mention.

The five nearest dams 
of this heifer average over 30 Ibs. 
She is a daughter of a 39-lb. son of 
Colantha Johanna Champion. Tran- 
quillity Johanna Veeman Burke, a 
daughter of King of the Johanna Lads, 
made as a senior three-year-old 25.4 
ibs. butter and 570 lbs. milk. She is 
going strong on yearly test. Another 
daughter of King of the Johanna Lads 
made 21.9 lbs. butter as a junior four- 
year-old. 

Tranquillity Sadie Vale Jewel, a 
daughter of King of the Sadie Vales 
and a sister to the 41-lb. cow made 
27.4 ibs. butter and 582 Ibs. milk. 
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She has since milked 100 Ibs. in a 
day. Maple Knoll Maid, a show cow 
and daughter of Major Pontiac Korn- 
dyke made at six years 26.03 Ibs. but- 
ter and 592 Ibs. milk. 

Maple Knoll Colantha Jessie, a 
granddaughter of Colantha Johanna 
Lad, made a two-year-old record of 
17.1 lbs. butter and 400.7 Ibs. milk. 

A number of cows about to treshen 
show promise of making equally as 
good records. 

Mating these cows to King of the 
Johanna Lads, Mr. Winters will soon 
have a herd of his own breeding that 
is unsurpassed. 


LIGHT TWIN MAKES 906 LBS. 

A recent official report from Canada 
carries the name of Jemima Johanna 
of Llenroc with an R. O. P. record 
(semi-official) of 906.25 lbs. butter 
trom 21876 lbs. milk, this in spite of 
having the test barn burn down over 
her head at intervals. She is one of 
the daughters of Jemima Johanna of 
Riverside and was bred and developed 
at Llenroc Stock Farm, Chippawa, 
Ont. She is known to her owners, W. 
C. Houck & Sons, as the “light twin,” 
to distinguish her from her darker- 
colored twin sister, Jemima Johanna 
of Riverside 2d. The light twin now 
has two records averaging over 900 
Ibs. butter from over 2100 Ibs. milk. 

The two twins, light and dark, are 
in many respects the greatest pair of 
twins of the breed, or probably of any 
breed, the dark twin having a record 
of 1192.5 lbs. butter from 29,018 Ibs. 
milk, giving the pair an average of 
over 1000 Ibs. butter from over 25,000 
Ibs. milk. The twins have together 
made four year records that average 
986 lbs. butter from 24,162 Ibs. milk, 
which is believed to be a world’s rec- 
ord for four years’ production by twin 
sisters. 

This new record gives the dam, Old 
Jemima, the distinction of being the 
only 1200-lb. cow with four daughters 
above 900 lbs. or four averaging over 
1100 lbs.; also the only 30,000-lb. cow 
with four daughters above 21,000 Ibs. 
or four averaging over 25,000 lbs. Old 
Jemima and her four best record 
daughters have together produced 
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more butter and more milk in a year 
than any other dam and four daugh. 
ters of the breed, or to the best of 
our knowledge, of any breed. 

As two of the 1000-lb. daughters of 
Old Jemima have 1000-lb. daughters of 
their own, there are two three-genera- 
tion combinations of 1000-lb. cows in 
the Jemima family, one of them being 
until recently, the world’s champion 
three-generation group for butter pro- 
duction. 

Several sisters to Old Jemima have 
also made their mark as_ producers, 
One of them, Annie Wayne Princess 
Posch, is the world’s champion 19. 
year-old over all breeds with 1272.5 
Ibs. butter from 23,567 Ibs. milk. An- 
other, Johanna Pietertje of Avondale, 
freshening just two days before she 
was 11 years old, made over 1000 Ibs. 
As Jemima herself has a ten-year-old 
record of 1280 lbs. butter from 30,373 
Ibs. milk, we have three sisters with 
1000-lb. records at over 10 years old, 
which, we _ believe, are the = only 
three such sisters of any breed. An- 
other sister, three-fourths sister to 
Old Jemima, made on three quarters 
a record of 30.2 lbs. butter from 703.6 
Ibs. milk at the age of 9 years, and has 
a daughter with 1180 lbs. butter from 
23,173 Ibs. milk. 

Many other good records are in 
progress at Llenroc, and while they 
have been considerably hampered by 
several disastrous fires during the 
past year, the Houck boys promise to 
have several more creditable records 
to report before many more months.

Sufficient signers have been ob- 


tained for the county-wide area test 
to eradicate bovine tuberculosis in 
Rock Co., Wis., following a month’s

Ohio Holstein-Friesian Association Annual 


Meeting 












last week-at Columbus was largely routine. Reports 

of officers showed the association to be in a very 
satisfactory condition both as to memberships and as to 
finance. The treasurer’s report submitted by Dr. H. O. 
Frederick showed a balance on January list of over $4400. 
There are over a thousand members in the association and 
the state has forty-two cooperating county and local clubs. 
Dues from the three-year membership plan now in its 
third year are being paid very satisfactorily, over ninety 
per cent of the signers of the checks meeting the obli- 
gations. The Ohio association is undoubtedly the strong- 
est financially and in member support of any of the state 
organizations. 

Field Secretary E. M. Clark gave a summary of the 
year’s activities covering work at public and in private 
sales, ‘bull association and calf club work and show ac- 
tivities. He also discussed legislative work in the state, 
the Ohio manager plan and the coming National meet- 
ing and sale to be held in Cleveland in June. 

Following the report of Mr. Clark discussion of the plan 
for selling cattle at private treaty through advertising 
placed in Hoard’s Dairyman and the World brought out 
the fact that satisfactory results are being obtained 
through the plan which Mr. Clark inaugurated. Inquiries 
are being forwarded direct to individual members of the 
association. This plan puts it up to the individual mem- 
ber to do his own selling, the aggressive breeder, willing 
to follow up the inquiries, getting the best results. 

The state show herd sent out last fall by the state or- 
ganization with the cooperation of various breeders and 
under direction of Oscar O. Zehring, did very well accord- 
ing to Mr. Clark’s report. Fairs in three states were 
visited and the herd won 11 championships, 4 grand cham- 
aw. 39 firsts, 35 seconds, 19 thirds and other rib- 
ons. 

C. M. Long, field man representing the National Asso- 
ciation Extension Service gave a splendid account of the 
organization of this service and what it is designed to ae- 
complish. He spoke of the work already done in Idaho 
and Utah where a strong demand for Holsteins in new 
dairy territories is being fostered and built up. He ex- 
Plained the national program with respect to advertising 
and publicity, legislation, cooperation with other exten- 
sion forces, the new series of manuals, models, pictures 
and billboard propaganda. Mr. Long announced that the

National Association would extend every cooperation to 
existing state organizations and work with them in any 
programs that were for the betterment of Holstein condi- 
tions. The Ohio manager plan will be used to accomplish 
many of the objectives of the National program. Mr. 
Long is in Ohio in the interest of a better sire train dem- 
onstration to be staged in cooperation with one of the 
Ohio roads and the Ohio State University. 

Prof. Oscar Erf spoke briefly upon a purebred sire bill 
now before the Ohio legislature, but the association took 
no action regarding the bill, referring it to the executive 
committee. Prof. Erf admonished the Holstein interests to 
help “nail the sardine that eats oleo and drinks skim 
milk.” That’s a good work for us all to be enlisted in. 

At the afternoon session John M. Kelley of Wisconsin 
spoke on advertising milk. He traced the growth of the 
dairy business and after showing how marketing and mer- 
chandising methods had not kept pace with other lines 
he proceeded to show the dairymen how to sell their prod- 
ucts in competition such as they must meet. He would 
have big space used. He would spell out the message of 
health in colors pictured by beautiful girls surrounded by 
the right kind of an atmospheric appeal to get the results 
similar to other advertising campaigns he cited as ex- 
amples. He thinks that milk ought to sell better than gum, 
Coco-Cola, soap, facial clay, and a half hundred other 
things he cited. He made the dairymen think so too from 
the way his talk was received. Mr. Kelley has a real 
message. The problein is to get the matter reduced to a 
practical working idea in which the dairymen can be in- 
duced to concur—financially. 

The other speaker on the afternoon program was R. R. 
Graves of the Federal Bureau of Animal Industry, who 
gave an interesting and instructive talk on animal breed- 
ing.

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THE WORLD’S DAIRY CONGRESS 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 31.—The 
World’s Dairy Congress, at which 
President Harding has invited the of- 
ficial representatives of all nations to 
confer on means of reducing the cost 
of production and improving the qual- 
ity of milk, will be held at Washing- 
ton, D. C., from October 2 to 5. This 
announcement was made here today 
by H. E. Van Norman, president of 
the World’s Dairy Congress Associa- 
tion, which will conduct the meeting 
with the cooperation of the United 
States Department of Agriculture and 
other Goverment departments. Here, 
the delegates from all parts of the 
world will be greeted by national of- 
ficials. In reference to the meeting, 
Mr. Van Norman said: 

“The World’s Dairy 
resents the first united effort of the 
vast dairy industry of the United 
States—an industry that has its roots 
in $47,000,000,000 worth of farms and 
handles per annum more than 44,000,- 
000,000 quarts of milk, for which in 
its various forms the consumers pay 
upwards) of $4,000.000,000. Out of 
every $5 spent by American families 
for food. $1 goes for milk and milk 
products. Scarcely a person exists 
in the land who does not use milk or 
some of its products. Milk is abso- 
lutely essential to the growth of child- 
ren, physical and mental. At this 
Congress, scientists, health officials, 
government officials, social welfare 
workers and producers, manufactur- 
ers and distributers of milk and milk 
preducts will compare notes and ex- 
change the newer knowledge’ from 
many lands as to raising the quality 
and reducing the production and
